_ 800 are arry and commercial vehicles. Since the embargo of ahivnents to the 
Chinese Commniste, the shortage of gasoline has been acute. lost commercial 
vehicles have been converted to alcohol or charcoal, while the army has cut 
its eoasoline Congumpticn.
